I am not trying to bg an apologist, however, I would like to poént 
out a few facts in regards to your April 22 letter from Col. Wilde, 
for I don't believe that he should be blamed for the oversight in 

not naming someone from your publication to the Terms Standardization 
Committee. 


This committee was formed before either of us were associatéd with 
ANA, at a time when there were many oversights, but I believe that 
none of them were intentional. The committee was originally formed 
in 1966, and I believe they first met at the convention in Chicago. 


As public relations officer for ANA, I will do all in my power, and 
I believe that it is my job to see that there is a better “pipeline” 
between ANA and COINage. 


In the rush to try to fully serve the various positions that I hold 
in the assocaation, I sometime pull a "“fauz-pas," and whenever this 
happens, I just hope that nobody takes it as being intentional. 


While I've got your attention I might as well ask a favor, and that is, 

some time ago, COINage ran a very good article on Farran Zerbe, written 

by Admiral Dodson. Would it be possible to obtain permission to reprint 
this article in The Numismatist, full credit going to COINage?

Dear Ed, 


Let me, first of all, thank you for the invitation to join the Coin 
Week judging on May 30th and then explain why I won't be able to be 
there. 


A number of weeks ago we did discuss the event by phone and I had made 
\ a definite note to attend. After that time, however, some correspond- 
ence took place which rather changed matters. 

On April 22nd, Colonel Wilde sent us a letter, asking that our publi- 

cation subscribe to the findings of the ANA's Numismatic Terms Stan- 

dardization Committee. His reason for our compliance was the fact 
that we had ''contributed to the compilation" and they were terms which 
‘ we we "helped prepare''’. I answered the Colonel on April 23rd, saying 
that we had nothing against the terms but wished to register a strong 
protest over the fact that we had never had any part in their compila- 
tion. Wilde's letter was. the first contact that we had ever had from 
ANA on the matter. We weren't on the Committe. We weren't asked to 
make any contributions. We weren't invited to audit any of its meet- 
ings. As publishers of the largest coin magazine in the world, we 
found the situation ridiculous and maddening. 


We don't want to become involved in ANA politics nor threaten anyone's 
status, but we would like to receive the same treatment that is given 
the other major publishers. (Can you imagine the flap in Sidney or 
Iola if they had been left off of the Committee?) 


This.particular complaint and a general feeling that things have never 
gotten where they should be between COINage and ANA have been fortified 
by the fact that my letter to the Executive Director hasn't been an- 
swered as of this date.

I figured that we had been ruled "out of order'' for complaining and 
communication had broken down completely. This also could account 
for the fact that I had heard nothing more on the Coin Week judging. 
In the meantime, I had been asked to attend the opening of an in- 
portant western historical center in Cody, Wyoming May 30 and 31. I 
held off any decision as long as possible. I finally had to commit 
myself early this week and, so, will be in Wyoming throughout the 
judging period. 

I regret the mix-up, Ed. I would have enjoyed seeing you. I can 
only hope that it may lead to a better ''pipe-line'' between COINage 
and ANA.
